Laft Thurfday night, Novemb. 30. (the eiily clear night 
we have had of late,) I obferved Saturn with my 14 foot 
Telefcopej the Aperture being il inch, and its Eyeglafs 
drawing two inches. He appeared perfectly round , free 
from rays and colours, and no Jnfato befeen. My wor- 
thy friend Mr. Townly in his laft to me, bearing date iVe- 
vemk 70. 1671 J defireth me to continue the Obfervations 
of Saturn^ telling me, that he looked at him one night j 
and could hardly diftinguifh his Line of the JnfuU ^ but 
plainly faw a dark line through him near his Upper 
part. 

A week or two after the Obfervation of Saturn, which I made 
0(3:ob. 12, and fent you in ray former, I had frequently 
the fame Appearance, though in a wider Aperture, than I 
ufe at prefent, dc. 
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
